Jagatpur, Old City, Bareilly— Petitioner.

2, Narain Din Balmiki M.P, aged about 50 years, S/o, not known r/o c/o 

Sri Kanhiya Lai Balmiki, M. P. No. 87, North Avenue, New Delhi— 
Respondents.

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The above named petitioner most respectfully begs to state as follows:— 

1. That the petitioner was, besides others, a nominated candidate at the above 
election for the general seat and is entitled to present this petition to question 
the election of respondent No. 1 Sri Bishnn Chand Seth, the declaration of whose 
election has been made by the Returning Officer on 25th March 1957 for the general 
seat. 

2. That the respondent No. 2 Sri Narain Din was, besides others, a candidate for 
the reserved seat and has been declared elected for the reserved seat and is as 
euch made a party to the petition u/s 82(a) of the Representation of Peoples Act, 
1951. 

3. That the petitioner assertg that the election of respondent No. 1 is void and 
is liable to be set aside on the following grounds:— 

(i) That there was a systematic appeal to the electors of Hindu community 
by the respondent No. 1 and his agents and other persons on his behalf 
and with his consent, to vote on ground of religion and community 
and the respondent No. 1 being the sole representative of Hindu com¬ 
munity made use of and appealed to religious symbols. A large 
number of voters were led thereby to vote for the respondent No. 1 
while many others who would have voted for the petitioners refrained 
from voting. Particulars of such appeals which affected the entire 
electorate are given in schedule 1 of the list of particulars attached 
to the petition. The petitioner asserts that the majority in favour of 
respondent No. 1 has been procured by means of this corrupt practice 
which falls u/s 123(3) of the R.P. Act and the result has been 
materially affected by the voting and refraining from voting mentioned 
above. 

fII) That the respondent No, 1, his workers and agents with his consent 
published statement? in relation to the candidature of respondent No. 1 
and other candidates which were false inasmuch as they did not 
contain the signature of persons on whose behalf these statements 
purported to be. The said false statements were reasonably calculated 
to prejudice the prospects of the election of the petitioner and have 
actually resulted in a large number of electors being misled and not 
voting for the petitioner. The details of the statement a. the manner 
these were published and other particulars are set out in detail in 
schedule 2 of the list of particulars attached to this petition. The 
respondent No. 1 thus committed the corrupt practice u/s 123(4) of 
the R. P. Act. 

(lity That the respondent No. 1 and his agents with his consent hired and 
procured vehicles for the conveyance of the electors to the polling 
stations and back. The details and polling stations to which electors 
were so carried on conveyance and other particulars are set out In 
detail In schedule 3 of the list of particulars annexed to the petition. 
The responded No. 1 thus committed corrupt practice u/s 123(5) of 
the R. P. Act. 

(lv) That the respondent No. 1 himself and through his agents committed 
the corrupt practice of procuring and abetting and attempting to 
procure persons to personate at the election at several polling stations 
Particulars of the persons personated of the polling stations where 
personation took place and the persons through whom personation was 
procured or abetted are set out in schedule 4 of the list of particulars 
annexed to the petition. The petitioner has also given the names of 
personators as he has been able to ascertain, The respondent No. 1 
thus committed corrupt practice u/s 123(2) of the R. P. Act. 

(v) That the respondent No. 1, his agents or workers with his consent asked 
the electors to cast vote one only and give that vote to respondent 
No. 1 and thereby interfered or attempted to interfere with free exer¬ 
cise of electoral rights of the electors by stopping them from casting 
both the ballets as required and asking them to cast both the ballots 
for the respondent No. 1. As a result, a large number of electors failed 
to exercise their electoral right and a large number of votes were 
cancelled. The particulars and details of this corrupt practice are 
given In schedule No. 5 of the list of particulars attached to the 
petition and amount to corrupt practice u/s 123(2) of the RP, Act.

(vi) That the respondent No. 1 has Incurred or authorised expenditure in 
contravention of section 77 of R,P. Act, 1951 and no separate and 
correct account of all expenditure in connection with the election in¬ 
curred or authorised by the respondent No. 1 has been kept according 
to prescribed rules. The details of this corrupt practice are set out in 
schedule 6 of ihe list of particulars attached to the petition. 

(vll) That the respondent No. 1 through himself or through his agents and 
workers obtained for the furtherance of the prospect of his election, 
assistance from persons in the service of the Government. The details 
and the particulars of this corrupt practice which fall s u/s 123(7) Of 
the R.P, Act are given in schedule 7 of the list of particulars attached 
to the petition. 

(vlii) That the respondent No. 1, his agents and other workers with his con¬ 
sent and with the intention of obtaining the votes and support of the 
electors oiiered cash to the electors and other candidates and distributed 
throughout the constituency a large number of yellow caps free of 
charge and thereby committed the corrupt practice of bribery u/s 123(1) 
of the R.P. Act. The details and particulars of this corrupt practice 
are given in schedule 8 of the list of particulars attached to the petition. 

(ix) That the respondent No. 1 his agents and workers with his consent and 

with the intention of obtaining the votes promised and offered to supply 
guns and arms to various persons and thereby committed the corrupt 
practice of bribery u/s 123(1) of the R.P. Act. The details and parti¬ 
culars are given in schedule 9 of the list of particulars attached to the 
petition. 

(x) That the result of the election has been materially affected by the 

corrupt practices aforesaid, committed by respondent No. 1, his agents 
and workers, as aforesaid. 

(xl) That the result of election has also been materially affected by and on 
account of the following illegalities and irregularities in the conduct 
of election by the election staff or the respondent No. 1, his agents or 
with his consent. 

(a) That the original place fixed for polling was changed at an eleventh 

hour at polling stations Nos. 50 and 51 in Khera Bujhera constituency 
No. 85. The result wag that a large number of electors could not bo 
informed and weie unawaie of the change and could not reach the 
polling station to cast their votes. Some voters who had reached 
the former pi. ce could not or did not go to the new place. 

(b) That the ballot papers intended for the parliamentary constituency at 

polling stations Nos. 52 and 53 (Benda) in the Puwanya Assembly 
constituency No. 8i were interchanged with that intended for 
Assembly constituency. The Returning Officer erred in taking into 
account and counting as correct all such invalid vote s which ought 
to havo bee 1 rejected outright. 

(c) That the respondent No. 1 got a large number of agents appointed and 

they were allowed to act as polling agents of the respondent No. 1 
although in contravention of the rules, their appointment forms did 
not bear the true signatures of respondent No. 1 but only the name 
of respondent No. 1 was written by some one else. This was done 
purposely to create a chance for respondent No. 1 to escape the 
responsibility for the action of these agents in case it was so needed 
to suit his pui poses 

(d) That the respondent No. 1 through his agents and workers acting with 

his consent convassed for votes for himself on the election dates by 
Issuing chits bearing an appeal on behalf of the respondent No. 1 
to vote for himself and also by soliciting votes in his favour in con¬ 
travention of section 130 of the R-P. Act. This was done at all the 
polling places throughout the constituency. 

(e) That at Katra polling centre of the Khera Bajhera Assemhjy const*- 

tuency, there was an order for establishment of two polling stations 
Nos, 42 and 44 for male voters and two Nos. 43 and 45 for female 
voters The Presiding officer did not have two polling stations for lady 
voters but kept only one for ladles and created 3 stations for main 
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voters, The female voters could not thus freely exercise their right 
of franchise and a large number of the petitioner’s voters attached 
to these polling stations went away simply because the ladies did 
not want to fall in the line of male voters, 

4. That the petitioner asserts that but for the votes obtained by the respondent 
No, 1 by corrupt practices, illegalities & irregularities the petitioner would have 
obtained majority of valid votes. 

5. That the petitioner has deposited as security the sum of Rs. 1000 only and 
the receipt of which is enclosed. 

6. That the petitioner, therefore, prays (1) that the election of Sri Bishan Chand 
Seth, respondent No. 1 who is the returned candidate be declared void and be set 
aside. (2) Costs of the petition and counsels fee be allowed. (3) Any other relief 
to which the petitioner be in law and equity entitled to be granted.

Expenses authorised or incurred 
before have been shown at a very late stage, 

(2) Vouchers have not been serially maintained. 

(3) Advance payments have not been shown and entered at appropriate data 
and place. 

(4) Cost of electoral rolls and the amount of security deposited have not been 
shown. 

(5) A large number of chits were distributed and got printed. These expen¬ 
ses have not been shown. 


(6) Accounts of payments for Motor Cars and Jeep and other vehicles have 
not been correctly shown and these vary in amount or date and time of use. 

(7) Cost of yellow cloth and caps made and distributed have not been shown. 

(8) The booklet “Rashtriya Gane” was got published and printed from two 
presses (1) Vijai Press Shahjehanpux and (2) King Press Bareilly. The charges 
of the former Press have not been shown and there is mistake in the payment to 
King Press Bareilly. It has not been shown where from paper was supplied to this 
press for printing this book. 

(9) Another book “Abadh Dhara" has been got printed from Hind Printers 
Bareilly but is has not been shown where from the paper was received. 

(10) Details of expenditure on cloth purchased for flags and number of flags 
and cost of painting these flags do not tally with each other, 

(11) The details of expenses in many vouchers do not tally with the details 
mentioned in column 2 of the return of election expenses.

Constituency on 12th March 1957 the Presiding officer and the Dy. S.P. on duty 
were openly siding and favouring the candidature of respondent No. 1 by so 
arranging the ques and regulating the entry of voters inside the polling booth 
that the respondent No. l’s voters got priority over those of petitioner and other 
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candidates. A large number of the petitioner’s voters could not exercise their 
votes and others went out of the ques due to the delaying tactics of the: Presiding 
officer and the Dy. S.P. who were there to maintain only law and order. 

(2) At Simrai Polling station in Shahjehanpur Assembly constituency on 12th 
March 1957 the Presiding officer was openly siding and showing special favours 
to the agents of the respondent No. 1 and was going off and on inside the polling 
compartment alone and doubts were raised that he was doing so to insert the 
ballot papers that were left by the voters on tho ballot boxes into the ballot box 
of respodent No, 1.
